Continuation of 3. NOTE: The present limitation amending "a heating coil to heat. . . to ignite impurities" to "a heating coil heating. . . and 
igniting impurities" alters the scope of the method claims. A method claim containing an intended use limitation, "a heating coil to heat. . . 
to ignite impurities", cannot distinguish from the prior art if the prior art is capable performing the intended use. See MPEP 2113. The 
presently amended method claims 5-8 now contain the functional recitations "heating" and "igniting" wihich further limits those claims. 
Accordingly, the method claims will require further search and consideration. 

Note: The apparatus claims 1-4 and 10-16 are not affected in scope. Apparatus claims with an intended use limitation cannot distiniguish 
from prior art if the prior art is capable of the intended use, and apparatus claims with a functional limitation cannot distinguish from prior 
art if the prior art is capable of the functional limitation. See MPEP 21 14. 
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
